DX: conditions are, if anything, even worse than before. High absorption continues 
on TA paths, but a few high-band stations have been noted with fairly good signals 
at times. The previously exceptional conditions to IA areas have deteriorated 
markedly. It may well turn out that the recent enhancement of LA reception was in 
fact unrelated to the disturbance on TA paths. We hope to gain some insight into 
the mechanisms responsible for these patterns as soon as the relevant geophysical 
data becomes available. We would greatly appreciate any data that the membership 
might provide: as to which dates have been good for LA's, likewise the dates of TA 
openings since November.

identifying Australian Stations 
by Don Kenney 


There are two "metropolitan" networks. These are identified as the first and 
second networks. They are broadcast over the high powered “transmitLers in each of 
the 6 state capitols and in Canberra. 

There are seven 3rd networks ~- one for each state and one for the Northern 
Territory. From 0300-0400 EST (1800-1900 AEST) the East Australian regionals 
originate their own programming. From 0400 on, the, 3rd Network will relay either 
the first or second network programming. in the 0300-0400 period, stations either 
originate their own programming or relay small regional networks. Thus during these 
time slots ID's for individual stations or a small group of stations will be heard. 

After 0400 all the regionals carry the 3rd network program for their states. 
The exception is 2NB-760, Broken Hill which relays the South Australian 3rd network. 
These networks can be identified either at the normal station breaks or by the last 
5 minutes of the 0400-0415 ard 0609-0615 newscasts, which are statewide news. 

The ID's after 0400 seem to have the same format: first the networks, then 
the call letters of the first or second network stations being relayed, a general 
identification of the regionals, then any other stations in the network. ‘These 
other stations are short wave relays, 2NB is often (always) mentioned explicitly 
in the New South Wales 3rd network ID. Thus the N.S.W. 3rd network ID is usually 
something like, "This is the ABC. First and third networks. 2FC Sydney, the N.S.W. 
regionals, 2CY Canberra and VLI6 shortwave." Offhand, I can't verify that 2FC is 
first network or that VLI6 ever relays is same Shetd es that. the 3rd network is 
relaying. Anyway, you get the idea. 

Some other points: . 

The trust territory station 9RB-810 does not nage oPA-1250. 

The South Australian network has newseast at the same time. that the AEST. 
stations have them, despite the 1 hour time difference. 

Many Australian commercial stations - particularly the country stations relay 
the ABC news broadeasts. Hearing an ABC ID during a newscast is not a positive ID 
when there is only one ABC station on a frequency ~ not at any raue if there are 
cormercial stations on the channel.

Do you seem to be DXing in a perpetual sunspot maximum? Are your locals splash- 
ing more lately? Do you suffer from more spurious responses and images than you 
used to "when conditions were good"? Then read this unsolicited testimonial 
from one Juan K.: "I really used to have to work to DX.

Don't settle for "fair" quality tubes - get 
new ones that test way up in the green. If you haven't had your receiver re-

splash than you have to. How many hours of listening time have you wasted 
because of neglected equipment? .
